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THE FINAL HURDLE 


WILL TOWN COUNCIL PUT AN ENDTO 40-YEAR WAIT FOR SKATEPARK? 


TOWN councillors are tonight (Wednesday) 
expected to make the final decision on the 
long-awaited skatepark project. 

After decades in the waiting, Lyme Regis Town 
Council could cross the final hurdle tonight as it con¬ 
siders whether to enter a 20-year lease with West 
Dorset District Council to use a portion of Charmouth 
Road car park for the facility. 

The district council recently granted planning per¬ 
mission for the town council-funded £150,000 
skatepark, but its Executive Committee then had to 
decide whether it was willing to give up its car park¬ 
ing spaces. 

At a meeting last week, the committee agreed with 
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the officer’s recommendation that it should offer the 
town council the land on a 20-year lease at a cost of 
£2,000 a year plus inflation to make up for revenue it 
would lose from the car parking spaces. 

The meeting was well attended by current and for¬ 
mer town councillors and other skatepark supporters, 
and although they were disappointed that the district 
council did not offer its land for free, they are now 
hoping for a big turnout at tonight’s town council 
meeting, to be held in Guildhall at 7pm, to encourage

members to take up the 
offer. 

Following last week’s 
district council meeting, 
former town councillor 
Lucy Campbell, who has 
fronted the campaign for 
the skatepark for years, 
said she felt the offer was 
“unfair” as West Dorset 
had contributed towards 
other skateparks in the 
area, but she still encour¬ 
aged as many people as 
possible to attended 
tonight’s meeting to push 
for a final agreement. 

Posting on Lyme Regis 
Skatepark Project Face- 
book page she said: “It 
does seem unfair to 
Lyme when they gave £10,000 to Sherborne for their 
skatepark and gave Dorchester car parking land for 
free for theirs; Lyme will have had no contribution 
from WDDC at all. 

“However, that’s the deal on the table and it now re¬ 
quires the town council to agree to the annual rent. 
We now need as many people to attend next week's 
full council [tonight] as possible. 

“This is literally the final hurdle but it needs you to 


come and show your support. It will be a lot harder 
for them to refuse it if the whole Guildhall is packed 
out with supporters.” 

Miss Campbell had previously argued that an agree¬ 
ment was made in principle several years ago with 
West Dorset officers that the land would be transfered 
to the town council for no cost. When the possibility 
of a lease or land swap was raised, she publicly 
blamed town, district and county councillor Daryl

ROBIN Hodges runs the Pinhay House Resi¬ 
dential Care Home with his wife of 31 years 
Carole. 

Mr Hodges, 55, also runs the Saturday 
Morning Football sessions in Uplyme, en¬ 
couraging youngsters to stay active and de¬ 
velop a passion for the beautiful game. 


• WHAT'S the aim of Saturday Morning Football 
in Uplyme? 

The aim is to encourage children and young people 
to come along and try football in a friendly, non¬ 
competitive environment, and to help people make 
friends. 

• WHERE is it held? 

On Uplyme playing field from 9am to 10.15am every 
Saturday from September to May. We play in 
Woodroffe Sports Hall from January to March. We 
started going there when the field was badly 
flooded and we couldn't play for several weeks. It 
helps to guarantee football during the wet, winter 
months, and the kids love the speed of 5-a-side 
games. 

• HOW did you get involved with the Saturday 
Morning Football programme? 

It was started about 17 years ago by Uplyme Church 
as a spin off from their'Triday Club"that was held in 
the village hall. A group of lads wanted to play foot¬ 
ball so they used to turn up for a kick-about on a Sat¬ 
urday morning. I got involved when my boys started 
wanting to play and as we attend Uplyme Church it 
was a natural thing to do. 

• HOW is it funded? 

Purely by donation. We don't charge to come along 
on Saturday mornings, it's a service to the commu¬ 
nity of Uplyme run by the church. The only time we 
ask for a small donation is when we move into 
Woodroffe Sports Hall for the winter, as we have to 
pay to hire it. The equipment is provided by the 
leaders and Uplyme Church. We have been very 
lucky in the past two years, with some generous do¬ 
nations from the community. People obviously see 
it as a blessing to the village. 

• IS there an age limit for the children attend¬ 
ing? 

Well, it is aimed at 5-11 year olds, but we have chil¬ 
dren from about four years to lads of about 15 com¬ 
ing along. Everybody seems to get something out 
of it; we even have children from Chard who come 
along. We all warm up together and then split up 
into age/ability groups and play some football. 
Every now and again we mix everybody up and it's 
great to see the older lads helping and encouraging 
the youngsters. 



• HOW has your role with the programme devel¬ 
oped? 

I started off just helping out on the odd occasion, 
however, as the years have gone by I took over the 
running of it. I have to ensure we have all the records 
and checks up to date, the risk assessments are done 
and we have first aid cover while we are playing. 
From being just a bunch of lads and a church leader 
turning up on a Saturday morning, we now have to 
be properly organised, although we are still the 
same at the core. 

• WHAT gives you the motivation to get out of 
bed on a Saturday morning? 
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I think it's just the enthusiasm I encounter from the 
children that come along.They are desperate to join 
in and play some football. The parents often arrive 
all bleary eyed at 8.50am, saying that their child has 
been up since 6am with their football boots on ask¬ 
ing if it's time to go yet! 

We've had lots of kids go on to play for local teams, 
and a few that have been on the books of profes¬ 
sional clubs. They all started with two left feet kick¬ 
ing a ball at Uplyme. 

• WHAT do you try to instil in the children? 

It's all about trying to be inclusive. It doesn't matter 
if you can't play or if you are blessed with great skill, 
being part of a group that values where you are is 
very important. I think the church background to 
the group leaders helps us to ensure we keep a "love 
thy neighbour" approach to what is happening. 
Everybody has something to offer. 

• YOU also run a business in Lyme Regis? 

Yes, my wife and I own and run Pinhay House Care 
Home. We've been there for the past 27 years. Mak¬ 
ing space to do the football and other things in a 
"24 hour a day" business has been challenging, but 
I feel we manage it quite well. 

• WHAT do you do in your spare time? 

I've been a member of Uplyme Church for 25 years 
and I lead the services there once a month. I'm on 
the Deanery Synod and the Diocesan synod as the 
churches representative for the parish and the 
vicar's representative on the BesticTrust that is pro¬ 
gressing the building of the new school in Uplyme. 
Last year I helped set up, and now help run Seaton 
Memory Cafe for those in the local community who 
need help and support. It's been going a year now,

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Parents of Cobb tragedy victim to 
return to Lyme to fundraise for RNLI 


THE parents of Claire Perkins, who 
drowned in Lyme Regis harbour in 2011 
after her wheelchair plunged off the 
Cobb, will return to the town in July to 
help raise funds for the RNLI. 

Mark and Paula Perkins, from the West Mid¬ 
lands, have arranged their holiday to coincide with 
the annual Lifeboat Week and have contacted or¬ 
ganisers to offer their services. 

Their daughter Claire, who was severely dis¬ 
abled, died aged 20 after her electric wheelchair 
fell from the Cobb into the harbour during a family 
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holiday in October 2011. 

A huge rescue operation including the lifeboat 
crew, coastguards, police and paramedics ensued, 
but emergency services personnel struggled to lift 
Claire’s heavy wheelchair to the surface. 

Local fisherman Harry May also played a huge 
part in the rescue and was the first to dive in the 
water after witnessing Claire fall in. He received a 
Royal Humane Society award for his attempts to 


save her. 

At the inquest into Claire’s death, West Dorset 
coroner Michael Johnston said the most likely ex¬ 
planation for the accident was that Claire had 
moved around and caught the electric wheelchair’s 
joystick. 

Mrs Perkins said: “We will never forget the ef¬ 
forts that so many people made - including the 
lifeboat crew - to save our daughter on that awful 
day, and we felt that by helping out during 
Lifeboat Week we would be saying thank you to 
all those involved. 

“We don’t mind what we do, whether it’s helping 


to sell ducks for the duck race or walking along 
the seafront with a collection bucket.” 

Responding to Mr and Mrs Perkins’ offer to help, 
Irene Roper, chairman of the Lyme Regis and 
Charmouth RNLI Guild, said: “We are very 
touched by their offer, and look forward to wel¬ 
coming them next month.” 

The Perkins family have already made generous 
donations to the RNLI following the accident, 
n Lifeboat Week will run from July 18th to 25th 
and will include displays by the Red Arrows on 
Monday, July 20th and 5pm and the RAF Falcons 
on July 24th, also at 5pm. 


Council selects four new members aSdSooTyS? 

proposed skatepark lease 


LYME Regis Town Council have co-opted four 
new members to bring the authority back to full 
capacity. 

The council was left short of numbers after only 
10 candidates put their names forward ahead of 
the May 7th elections. 

After considering profiles from a total of six can¬ 
didates, councillors went into closed session and 
selected Richard Doney, Brian Larcombe MBE, 
Stephen Miller and Liz Robinson as new mem¬ 
bers. New councillors Doney, Miller and Robinson 
will take up their positions this week but Coun¬ 
cillor Larcombe will have to wait until the elec¬ 
toral register is updated, most likely to be 
sometime in August, as he has only just become 
an elector in Lyme Regis. 

Councillor Doney is a chartered engineer and 
founder director and shareholder of Lyme Regis 
Brewery. He is also a volunteer at St Michael's Pri¬ 
mary School, involved with Lyme Regis Business 
Group and has previously sat on the council's 
Tourism & Economic Development Committee as 


a non-council member. In his application for co¬ 
option he said that his experience and skills 
would be used to "beneficial effect"as a council¬ 
lor. 

Councillor Larcombe is an HR senior executive 
officer at the MoD's Hydrographic Office in 
Taunton. Having grown up in Lyme Regis, Brian 
has recently bought a house in the town, saying: 
"I've never really left Lyme." He was awarded the 
MBE in January for services to the UK Hydro- 
graphic Office and industrial relations, and has 
also sat on Comeytrowe Parish Council in 
Taunton for 21 years, 17 of these as chairman. 

Councillor Miller was brought up in Coventry 
and has a career spanning 36 years at the Na¬ 
tional Westminster Bank behind him, now work¬ 
ing on an ad hoc basis for Martin Diplock estate 
agents having moved to Lyme Regis in 2011. He 


also spent three years on Lauder Community 
Council while living in Scotland and said he has 
"a lot to offer Lyme Regis as a servant of the local 
community". 

Liz Robinson is the owner of a self-catering hol¬ 
iday let business based in Seaton and she moved 
to Lyme Regis from East Devon two years ago. Liz 
said she is a keen supporter of local businesses 
and is a member of Lyme Regis Business Group, 
as well Turn Lyme Green and Mrs Ethelston's Pri¬ 
mary School PTA. She describes herself as "logi¬ 
cal, diligent, analytical and patient" and is 
interested in the future development of Lyme. 

Unsuccessful candidates were independent fi¬ 
nancial advisor Duncan Lay and former radio fre¬ 
quency engineer and senior manager with the 
BBC, John Ridley.

Turner for “blocking” the project due to personal 
grievances he held against her and other former mem¬ 
bers of the town council. 

Councillor Turner has described the proposed lease 
as a “good offer which should suit councillors on both 
sides”. 

Town councillor and Councillor Turner’s sister, 
Cheryl Reynolds, also said she thought the offer was 
unfair but she wanted to see the project started with 
“no more excuses”. 

A report on the matter by town clerk John Wright 
will be considered at tonight’s meeting. In it he states 
that the town council’s long-term forecast surpluses 
can “comfortably accommodate” annual expenditure 
of £2,000 and he recommends that the council enters 
the 20-year lease.

Charmouth man, 82, given 
suspended sentence after 
fatal A35 crash with cyclist 


AN 82-year-old man from Charmouth has been 
given a suspended sentence after admitting to 
causing a fatal crash in which a cyclist died. 

Derek Richards of Wesley Close, Charmouth, 
was sentenced at Dorchester Crown Court to 
six months in prison, suspended for 12 months, 
for causing death by careless driving and driv¬ 
ing without a licence. 

He has also been banned from driving for five 
years and ordered to retake his test if he is ever 
to drive again. 

Mr Richards was driving a Nissan Almera 
along the A35 from Charmouth towards 
Axminster on August 2nd last year, when he hit 
cyclist Andrew Barnett, a 43-year-old father of 
three who was on holiday in the area with his 
family.

Council launches public survey on 
future of Tourist Information Centre 


WEST Dorset District Council is undertaking a re¬ 
view of its tourist information service, with a view 
to making a decision on the future direction of its 
four Tourist Information Centres in Lyme Regis, 
Bridport, Dorchester and Sherborne by January 
2016. 

The district council is reviewing all aspects of the 
service, including its functions, budgets, staffing 
and systems. Possible outcomes includes Tourist 
Information Centres remaining in place but run by 
partners such as town councils, volunteer organi¬ 
sations or trusts; reduced district council services 
or closure of centres with a greater reliance of on¬ 
line information provision. 

As part of this review, the council has launched 
an public survey to seek the views of customers, 
who may be visitors to the area or local residents, 
as well as residents who may not have used the 
service and local businesses or organisations. 

The survey can be completed online at 
www.dorsetforyou.com/consultationtracker or by 
completing a paper copy available from Tourist In¬ 
formation Centres. 

Lyme Regis Town Council is expected to make 
its own response to the survey at tonight’s 
(Wednesday) Tourism & Economic Development 
Committee. 

Data and information collected through the sur¬ 
veys will be used to inform the development of op¬ 
tions for future service delivery and when options 
have been evaluated, there will be a full public 
consultation. 

Taking part in this survey will help the council 
to decide upon the future of the service. All re¬ 
sponses will be held securely and will not be 
passed to any third party. Collated results may be 
published anonymously as part of future commit¬ 
tee reports.

Those carrying torches were 
led along Marine Parade by town crier Alan Vian, finishing in Langmoor Gardens where a giant bea¬ 
con was lit. Organisers said the switching off of street lights, a new initiative of Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil, added to the atmosphere of the event creating a truly dramatic sight. 

Williams family take top council spots 


TOWN councillors will start to look into whether 
they can continue a park and ride operation on Sid- 
mouth Road or whether an alternative site needs to 
be found ahead of the 2017 summer season. 

The town council recently received planning per¬ 
mission to continue using the site as a park and ride 
until September 30th 2016 from East Devon District 
Council, as the field lies just outside the boundary 
of Lyme and within the parish of Uplyme. 

During the planning application process, Uplyme 
Parish Council complained that the town council 
had started using the site as a park and ride over the 
Easter period. They also objected to its continued 
use as it was originally set up to make up for lost 
car parking spaces in the town during coastal pro¬ 
tection works, which had since finished, and said 
there was now “no justification” given for it. 

Speaking at last week’s Town Management Com¬ 
mittee meeting, Councillor Daryl Turner said the 
town council should start looking for alternative 
park and ride sites now, as he did not think they 
would receive planning permission again. 

“On two previous occasions it has been left be¬ 
yond the last minute for a planning application to be 
put forward to carry this facility forward,” he said. 

“Uplyme have mentioned the fact that it was put 
in place purely for sea defence works, which has 
now been finished. There’s strong chance that it 
won’t be approved again so we have 18 months to 
seek an alternative.” 

He suggested a working party be set up to take the 
matter forward “with some sort of urgency” and 
added: “The writing is on the wall that is might not 
happen again so we need to look at options for al¬ 
ternatives.” 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen 
Lovell, pointed out that the planning permission was 
renewed despite the coastal protection works having

already finished, so he suggested that the town 
council liaise with East Devon and Uplyme Parish 
Council before giving up on the Sidmouth Road 
site. 

“We should be looking to make sure we don’t get 
caught short but the first thing we should do is go 
back to East Devon to see if there’s any chance that 
they might allow it. 

“I know there’s opposition to it; everything Lyme 
does unfortunately seems to garner opposition, but 
I’d rather we worked together. 

“We persistently get complaints from Uplyme 
about the amount of traffic coming through and half 
of that is people looking for parking so surely it’s 
better that they park up there and there is a facility 
there to alleviate cars floating about. I thought our 
neighbours would see the sense in that.” 

Councillor Stan Williams, an Uplyme resident 
himself, commented: “They’re never going to be 
on our side.” 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds replied: “We have to 
find some way of working with them properly.” 

Councillor Michaela Ellis added: “I agree with 
what Daryl has said, we have to start looking at this 
now. I have always said we have to be more proac¬ 
tive; we are so reactive. 

“If we can’t have that site up there after we’ve spo¬ 
ken to East Devon and liaised with Uplyme then we 
need to find another site. The park and ride is critical 
with the amount of visitors we now get coming 
here.” 

Councillor Williams said: “It’s better to have more 
out of town parking and less in-town parking.” 


VETERAN town councillor Stan Williams has been 
elected chairman of the Town Management Com¬ 
mittee while his daughter, Councillor Anita Williams, 
will continue to lead Planning & Highways. 

Councillor Stan Williams, 81, was nominated for 
his chairmanship by new town councillor John 
Broom. He was seconded by his daughter, Councillor 
Anita Williams, and elected with no other nomina¬ 
tions. 

Councillor Broom was then elected as vice-chair¬ 


man, having been nominated by the Mayor, Coun¬ 
cillor Owen Lovell, and also seconded by Councillor 
Anita Williams. 

Councillor Anita Williams was also recently re¬ 
elected chairman of the Planning & Highways Com¬ 
mittee. She was proposed by Councillor Michaela 
Ellis and seconded by her father. 

Anita then proposed Councillor Cheryl Reynolds 
as her vice-chairman, seconded also by Councillor 
Stan Williams and agreed.

football club. 

The works, funded by a £14.6million 
grant by Defra, £4.27million from Dorset 
County Council and £600,000 from West 
Dorset District Council, included the con¬ 
struction of a new seawall along East 
Cliff and steps up to Charmouth Road car 
park. 

The scheme was officially opened last 
Wednesday by chairman of West Dorset 
District Council, Coun¬ 
cillor Peter Shortland, 
and former chairman of 
Wessex Regional Flood 
and Coastal Committee, 

Alan Lovell, in front of 
a large crowd including 
town councillors, repre¬ 
sentatives from the dis¬ 
trict and county 
councils, Environment 
Agency and contractors 
Balfour Beatty, and stu¬ 
dents from the 
Woodroffe School. 

In his speech, Mr 
Lovell described the 
scheme as “essential”, 
adding: “The alterna¬ 
tive would have been 
disaster.” 

He paid tribute to all 
those who contributed 
to the project, espe¬ 
cially those who were 
not usually put in the 


spotlight and those who worked through 
atrocious weather conditions. 

“We are singularly grateful to all indi¬ 
viduals who have played any part in the 
success of this scheme. Lon may your ef¬ 
forts to protect life and environment of 
this part of West Dorset continue,” he 
added. 

Referring to the start of the coastal pro¬ 
tection scheme in the early 1990s, the 
Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen 
Lovell, commented: “We in Lyme Regis 
are fortunate that the scheme started when 
it did and that West Dorset made an early 


commitment to Lyme and pushed it 
through like they did in difficult financial 
times. 

“On behalf of Lyme Regis, thank you. 
It’s a job well done!” 

Councillor Shortland paid tribute to 
those who sat on voluntary panels offer¬ 
ing local knowledge to engineers, which 
he said had saved on both the cost and 
time. 

He and Mr Lovell then unveiled a 
plaque, naming the seawall Church Cliff 
Walk, before those attending were offered 
tours of the coastal protection works.

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Traffic-free seafront'bombarded'with vehicles 


THE town council has expressed concerns that the 
“traffic-free” Marine Parade in Lyme Regis is being 
“bombarded” with unauthorised vehicles. 

Concerns were raised about too much traffic on the 
seafront when the council was asked to review its policy 
on the management of Marine Parade and Cart Road 
vehicular access at last week’s Town Management 
Committee. 

Committee chairman Councillor Stan Williams, who 
has campaigned against traffic on the seafront for years, 
said the “big, big problem” was enforcement, and that 


the council’s enforcement officers were not given the 
correct instruction on how to deal with unauthorised ve¬ 
hicles . 

“We need to be much firmer,” he said. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, said that the 
council needed to be more “proactive”, and suggested 
that any event organisers or business owners who were 
breaching the vehicular access policy should lose the 
right to any access in the future. 

The council operations manager Elliot Herbert said: 
“We are having big problems down on the parade keep¬ 


ing vehicles off it. They’re not even asking us and are 
just turning up. 

“Shop owners and events are generally very good, de¬ 
liveries are off in time, but there’s a lot of building work 
going on down they. What is reasonable? It’s so difficult 
to judge. We are being bombarded left, right and centre; 
you turn your back and they are on there.” 

Mr Herbert also expressed concerns that two many 
keys for barriers on the seafront had been distributed 
and the council no longer had a record of everyone who 
had one. He said that an electronic barrier using key 
fobs had been installed at Monmouth Beach and this 
eliminated this problem. 

Councillor Anita Williams suggested that the council 
look into installing electronic barriers with fobs in place 
of all it’s traditional gates on the seafront. 

“The one at Monmouth beach was not horrendously 
expensive and saves on key costs,” she added. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis agreed, arguing that some 
people had probably made their own copies of the ex¬ 
isting keys and lent them out to other people. 

Mr Herbert advised that the electronic barriers cost 
about £1,000 each so it would be expensive to replace 
all the traditional gates. However, it was agreed that he 
should come back to the committee with some final 
costs for them to consider. 

Other traffic-related concerns on the seafront included 
car shows. Mr Herbert said the council did not get much 
positive feedback from car shows and car clubs used it 
as an opportunity for free parking on the seafront. 

“It’s OK when they’re part of a larger event but when 
certain car clubs just want to come and park and display, 
that’s when we have the problems,” he said. 

Councillor also complained about incidents in which 
display cars had been left unattended on the seafront, 
creating problems for cleaners and others who needed 
to use Marine Parade. 

It was agreed that only car shows which are part of a 
larger event, such as Lifeboat Week or the Folk Festival 
would be permitted in future. Mr Herbert said this 
would “eliminate a massive risk” to the council. 

It was also agreed that organisers of car shows and 
other events which required vehicular access to the 
seafront should appoint a named individual responsible 
for risk assessment and compliance to the council’s 
policies.

"Finally, as winter sets in, the willow 
will be removed to leave not a trace of 
its intervention, and to be recycled as 
fire-lighting material."

taken to special events would be a cheaper option. 

Councillor Michaels Ellis said it was a shame the 
three organisations did not group together to submit 
an application when the council made its annual 
minor grants. 

She said that the council had previously looked at 
costings for a permanent PA system on the seafront, 
but at about £40,000 for three years it was not viable. 


Councillor Anita Williams said: “I think it’s a really 
useful service not just for events but emergencies and 
lost children. It’s probably a bonus.” 

Councillor John Broom suggested that the council 
pay a quarter of the price - £380 - and other three or¬ 
ganisations split the rest, which was agreed. It was 
also suggested that they consider applying through 
the minor grants system next year.

It relies on a small team of volunteers to run the 
service point everyTuesday morning at St Michael's 
Business Centre (LymeNet). 

The team would welcome the addition of several 
new volunteers, so if you feel you could offer your 
services, they would be pleased to meet you. 

There are no qualifications necessary to become 
a volunteer with the Credit Union - but it is useful 
if a person has a friendly manner, is discrete and rea¬ 
sonably numerate. Reliability and availability are im¬ 
portant. 

The duties of a service point volunteer involve 
opening up the service point on aTuesday morning 
with a colleague, attending to members who may 
want to deposit or withdraw money, helping mem¬ 
bers fill out loan application forms, joining new 
members and explaining to them what the Credit 
Union is, shutting down the service point and send¬ 
ing the transactions to the head office in Dorch¬ 
ester. 

The team operates a rota, so a volunteer may work 
only every second or third Tuesday, or as much as 
they can offer. Some volunteers who can offer more 


of their time and skills might consider joining the 
team in Dorchester, for instance to help process 
loan applications. 

Ability to use a computer is useful but not essen¬ 
tial, and quick training will be given in use of the 
software. 

A period of induction training is given to all vol¬ 
unteers before they can process transactions at a 
service point - this includes shadowing the volun¬ 
teers at the service point for a number of weeks. 

Becoming a volunteer with the First Dorset Credit 
Union will allow a person to do something positive 
and beneficial for the community, and is also an op¬ 
portunity to get involved in something new and 
meet people. 

All volunteers must be members of the Credit 
Union first (it is a co-operative run by its members 
for its members). An application form must be com¬ 
pleted and references provided.

Uplyme council unanimously 
object to Sidmouth Road plans 







■ PUBLIC CONSULTATION: Uplyme Parish 
Council previously held a public event for 
residents to comment on the plans 


AT a well attended meeting last 
Wednesday, Uplyme Parish Council 
unanimously agreed to recommend re¬ 
fusal of a planning application for up 
to 120 houses on the border of the 
parish. 

Hallam land Management Ltd. have 
applied for 100 houses and land for a 
care home or 120 houses on land off 
Sidmouth Road, just outside the 
boundary of Lyme Regis and within 
the parish of Uplyme and an Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

Uplyme council’s decision to recom¬ 
mend refusal came after a public con¬ 
sultation event in the village hall, 
where residents were invited to view 
and comment on the plans, and further 
consultation at the recent Uplyme Vil¬ 
lage Fete. 

Last week’s meeting began with a 
public forum, open to both Uplyme and 
Lyme Regis residents, at which all but 
one speaker objected to the application 
on a variety of grounds. Councillors 
also had a background report from the 
parish clerk summarising feedback 


from public events and the comments 
already posted on EDDC’s planning 
website, the overwhelming majority of 
which were objections. 

After public comments were taken 
into account, new councillor Chris 
James summarised the policies and 
plans that the application breached, and 
each councillor went on to give their 
own gave their personal objections. 

Ground for objection included that 
the application was contrary to both 
East Devon and West Dorset’s emerg¬ 
ing Local Plans; no pre-application 
consultation was held in East Devon, 
only in Lyme Regis; the site had al¬ 
ready been assessed and deemed un¬ 
suitable for development by both East 
Devon and West Dorset; the site was an 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty; 
and the development was unsustain¬ 
able because of strains it would create 
on local roads and services.

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The mystery of the shredded paper trail 


Lyme Matters 


I ’VE written about some 
weird and wonderful things 
in my years as a journalist 
but nothing quite as bizarre as 
this. 

Having returned to the View From 
office from London last week, I 
opened an email from Lisa Tuck, clerk 
to Charmouth Parish Council, asking if 
I could shed any light on the paper that 
had been strewn throughout the village, 
from the top of the main street to the 
bottom, much of which was the View 
from Bridport. 

I had no idea what she was talking 
about so I despatched Alison King, my 
girl-Friday, to investigate. She tele¬ 
phoned to say “you better come over 


here right away”. 

Much of the paper littering the street 
had been shredded. Initially I thought 
perhaps the culprit was someone with a 
grudge against the View (it does happen). 
Remember the toilet paper incident at the 
Guildhall? And for months obscenities 
were scrawled into the dirt on our deliv¬ 
ery vans about me. This being a family 
newspaper, I don’t feel comfortable re¬ 


vealing what they actually said about me. 
Let’s just say they were questioning my 
parentage! Don’t worry, I am used to it. 

But as well as the View from Bridport, 
there were bits from The Sun and The 
Star (nice to be in such salacious com¬ 
pany!) and various leaflets, thrown in the 
hedges and deposited by the roadside 
kerbs and in driveways. So we ruled out 
the grudge theory. 


But the most unusual thing about this 
mystery is that we were informed by 
some of the locals that a similar incident 
happened at the same time last year and 
the year before. 

We don’t distribute our Bridport edition 
in Charmouth so we checked our outlets 
in Bridport to see if loads of papers had 
been removed from the various dump 
bins in the supermarkets. But this was 
clearly not the case. 

Why someone would go to the trouble 
of shedding dozens of papers and then 
scatter them in Charmouth, I just don’t 
know. 

Lyme police were made aware of the in¬ 
cident and also knew that it had happened 
in previous years. They are investigating 
but they are as mystified as we are. 

If there is anyone out there who can 


shed any light on this, we would be most 
grateful. 

We did our best to clear up as much of 
the discarded paper as possible. I even had 
Ali out at 5.30am the next morning pick¬ 
ing up the rubbish in Charmouth. There’s 
dedication for you. 

The parish council did not expect us to 
do this but we felt obliged as most of the 
paper came from us. 

We even trawled through the internet to 
see if someone had started some weird 
craze like “Tear Up Your Local Paper and 
Scatter It Down Your Street Day”. No 
luck there. 

We will probably never know. To be 
truthful, I’m not even sure I want to know. 

O I HOPE our new council will find 
time to take a look at some of the 
town's most scruffy areas and tidy 
them up. 

They could do worse than to start 
at the head of the Marine Parade, 
the entrance to Lyme's shop win¬ 
dow, a phrase coined by the late Vic¬ 
tor Homyer, fisherman cum- 
councillor. 

The very least they could do is to 
keep the unsightly bus shelter clean 
and the rotunda advertising the Ma¬ 
rine Theatre, an ugly construction, 
also needs attention. 


Cyclists go that extra mile for Candles On the Cobb 


CONGRATULATIONS to the 35 cy¬ 
cling enthusiasts who completed 
the 174-mile sponsored ride from 
Land's End to Lyme Regis to raise 
money for Candles On The Cobb, 
Lyme's premier and most financially 
successful attraction. 

The event was billed as "Land's End 
to John The Bakers" and you will have 
had to live in Lyme for many years to 
remember the bakery in Coombe 
Street. 

A big crowd gathered on the seafront 
late on Sunday afternoon to welcome 


the riders home, led down the town 
and along the parade by a grinning 
Mike Higgs, who founded Candles On 
The Cobb with his great friend Phil 
Street. 

Before hitting on the Candles On The 
Cobb idea, former town crier Phil, who 
now lives and works in France, and 
Mike got up to all sorts of crazy 
fundraising ideas so I can imagine the 
"John The Baker's" idea may well have 
been cooked up over a few pints. 

The event took a great deal of organ¬ 
ising and will have raised a consider¬ 


able amount to help finance the next 
Candles On The Cobb, which takes 
place Sunday, August 30th, the sixth 
time it has been staged since 2000. 

Having compered three of the six 
events, I know just how emotional the 
event can be with people buying can¬ 
dles in memory of their loved ones and 
then seeing their flickering flame light¬ 
ing up Lyme's most famous landmark. 

The sight of the Cobb illuminated by 
the candles makes for a very special 
occasion, witnessed by tens of thou¬ 
sands over the years. 


To date, the six events have raised 
£76,000 for various national charities 
and local youth projects. Half the pro¬ 
ceeds from this year's event will go to 
the Make A Wish UK charity with local 
youth groups getting the rest. 

Mike has a hard working and creative 
committee behind him and they are 
going all out to top the £100,000 mark 
this year which will be a fantastic 
achievement.

In his book “The Screwtape Letters”, C.S. Lewis, the 
creator of the “Narnia” tales, writes this about keeping 
people away from the present: “Whatever you do, keep 
people as far from the present moment as possible. The 
present moment is the closest thing to eternity people 
will ever experience and it is where God will have the 
most opportunity to influence them.” 

Let’s use our present moments as reminders of the 
need for each one of us to play our role in looking after 
this planet. UN Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon recently 
underlined how important this is, when he said “if people 
of faith and all people of goodwill work together, there 
is hope that we can meet the challenges posed by climate 
change”. On reflection, for the words “climate change”, 
couldn’t we substitute “all our world’s problems”?
